Claims 6-10, 49-53, 88, and 95, characterized by the Examiner as 
being drawn to a method and system for storing a determining a 
delivery point identification key in an electronic account, classified 
in class 707, subclass 1; 
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III. Claims 11-16, 54-59, 89, 90, 96, and 97, characterized by the 
Examiner as being drawn to a method and system for creating a 
static address database from a master address database, classified 
in class 707, subclass 1; 

IV. Claims 17-20, 60-63, 91 , and 98, characterized by the Examiner as 
being drawn to a method and system for sending an address from 
an electronic account to obtain a standardized physical address, 
classified in class 707, subclass 1; and 

V. Claims 21-42, 64-85, 92, 93, 99, and 100, characterized by the 
Examiner as being drawn to a method and system for sending an 
electronic message to an electronic address of a user, classified in 
class 705, subclass 1. 

Applicants provisionally elect to prosecute Group III, claims 11-16, 54-59, 89, 90, 
96, and 97, characterized by the Examiner as being drawn to a method and system for 
creating a static address database from a master address database.
